The prior art of record neither suggest nor renders obvious the instant combination in a 
magnetic sensor comprising a tunneling magnetoresistive stack comprising a free layer 
comprising a synthetic antiferromagnet, a single pinned layer and a bias layer as set forth in 
independent claim 1 and in figure 6A of the specification. 
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The prior art of record neither suggest nor renders obvious the instant combination in a 
magnetic read/write head comprising a tunneling magnetoresistive stack comprising the 
following layers, in order: a bias layer comprising an antiferromagnetic material, a free layer 
comprising a synthetic antiferromagnet (SAF), wherein the S AF comprises a first ferromagnetic 
layer or CoFe, a second ferromagnetic layer of CoFe, and a spacer between the first and second 
ferromagnetic layers, wherein the first and second ferromagnetic layers have anti-parallel 
magnetic moments, a barrier layer, a pinned layer comprising a ferromagnetic layer, and a 
pinning layer comprising an antiferromagnetic material as set forth in independent claim 9 and 
figure 6A of the specification.
